being persecuted, tortured and killed in bulgaria and announced 
onlans to hold a protest rally, the independent hurriyet news 
agency reported, 

the dispatch quoted the Leader of the immigrant group, izmir 
Suburb bornova’s mayor cengiz buLut, that they received this 
information from Letters smuggled out of bulgaria. 

bulLut told the news agency that they had appLied to the aeqean 
martial Law command for peéermisiion, to hold a rally to be attended 
by thousands of turkish immigrants from bulgaria. 

he also said they had submitted a petition, signed by relatives 
of ethnic turks in bulgaria, to the speaker of parliament 
necmettin karaduman, demanding turkey intervene to sove the problem. 

ethnic turks, resisting official pressure to take bulgarian 
names, have battled authorities in the southeastern part of the 
country and dozens of deaths are rumored, foreign diplomats in 
bulgaria have said. 

turkish newspaper reports put the number of the dead as high 
as 800.

turks were taken to concentration camps and others had escaped to
